Headquarters Third Japanese Arm y 
at Port Arthur, via Yinkow and Tien­ 
tsin, Jan. IO.— Five thousand men of 
the Russian garrison at Port Arthur 
were marched 
from the

Yapntsuf, on the short's of Pigeon bay, 
for fifteen miles to

tion at Changlingtzu at 3 p. rn. and the 
other detachments followed soon after. 
Each detachment was accompanied by 
six loaded transport carts.

ham to United S tates Senator W. A. 
Clark.

correspondent The remainder, who are 
located mostly In the arid regions, be­ 
gan to telegraph nnd write for money 
and particulars. It is therefore consid­ 
ered necessary, as well ns expedient, to 
advise them that the Inauguration does 
not taka place until the 4th of March; 
that there I» no need for rehearsals; 
that the president is very busy and can­ 
not devote any time to the reception of 
his comrades nnd that he has intrusted 
the entire m atter to Major Llewellyn 
of Las Cruces, N. M., to whom all cor­ 
respondence on the subject should be 
addressed. 
It Is also desired th a t every 
person interested should 
understand 
that a full regiment is not expected. 
The bodyguard will be limited to fifty 
or sixty picked meh, and Major Llewel­ 
lyn will do tlte picking.

say that he died at E l Paso and that his

Although it was only a few' months 
ago that the Northern Pacific placed or­ 
ders for 25 huge locomotives and 1,000 
freight car«, it has supplemented those 
orders with new equipment contracts, 
which stand as the most important ever 
given by a Northwestern railway. 
Three thousand freight cars have been 
rdered for immediate delivery. 
Sixty new locomotives, of the heaviest 
type in use on the system, have been or­ 
dered, and will be built and delivered 


at once. 
The equipment, added to that now in 
service, and in process of delivery, will 
place the system in excellent shape to 
handle any reasonable stress of traffic. 
The fall wheat movement and the de­

The freight equipment order goes to

The box 
cars will be 10 feet inside, of wooden 
construction 
and 80,000 
pounds ca­ 
pacity. 
They w ill be built according to 
the best modern standards and w ill be 
uniform with recent orders. 
The locomotive order calls for fifty 
more Mikado typo engines for mountain 
service and service on divisions where 
the grades and train 
require special 
i power. 
These engines will be of the 
i trail wheel type and of tremendous size 
i and power. 
Ten new locomotives for 
passenger service nave been ordered. 
These w ill be of the system’s Pacific 
type, with 
trail wheels supporting the 
weight of the firebox. 
The new order of freight cars repre­ 
sent a string of equipment twenty miles 


in length.

New Equipment will Make it Pos­ 


sible for Company to Handle 


Big1 Business 
.Although it was only a few months 
ago that the Northern Pacific placed or­ 
ders for 25 huge locomotives anti 1,000 
freight cars, it has supplemented those 
orders with new equipment contracts, 
which stand as tho most important ever 
given by a Northwestern railway. 
Three thousand freight cars have been 
«rdered for immediate delivery. 
Sixty new locomotives, of the heaviest 
type in use on the system, have been or­ 
dered, and will be built and delivered 
at once. 
The equipment, added to that now in 
service, and in process of delivery, will 
place the system in excellent shape to 
handle any reasonable stress of traffic. 
The fall wheat movement and the de­ 
mand for cars ta move mill productsand 
lumber on tho Pacific coast have during 
tho past few months required more 
equipment than the system possesses, 
although it had in service, at the end of 
the fiscal year, 913 locomotives and 32,- 
25** freight cars, of 918,155 tons capacity. 
The freight equipment order goes to 
the Western Car and Equipment com­ 
pany, of Chicago, and calls for 2,500new 
box cars and 500 coal cars. The box 
cars will be 40 feet inside, of wooden 
construction and 80,000 pounds ca­ 
pacity. They will be Guilt according to 
the best modern standards and will be 
uniform with recent orders. 
Tho locomotive order calls for fifty 
more Mikado typo engines for mountain 
service and service on divisions where 
the grades ami train require special 
power.

were infested 
with a parasite, a so called hookworm 
or nematode, which is known to the 
scientific world as ’ankylostonm du«>«le- 
nale.’ and the di>e;is«*»l st!ite it pro­ 
duces has been euphoniously termed 
‘ankylostomiasis’ or ‘uncinariasis.’ 
“ tin Feb. 10, 1904, the hill providing 
for tin* appointment of u commission 
‘for the study and cum* of the disease 
known as tropical anaemia in Porto 
Rico’ was approved. 
Even then it was 
supposed that the anaemic conditions 
confronting the commission constitut­ 
ed tin* disease instead of being the re­ 
sult <»f a totally different troubh*. the 
nefarious effects of that silent but ter­ 
ribly otTh neious ldood ta ker, Uueinaria 
Americana. 
“ The uncinariasis parasite, which re­ 
quires about two mouths for develop- 
unuit tift**r Infection, does its perni­ 
cious work H<»wly. but surely. The dis 
ease it produces is unquestionably «me 
of the greatest scourge» of humanity. 
It does not prove rapidly fatal, like tin* 
plague, clndera or y«*llow fe\er, but ii 
kills by slow degrees, sometimes hint­ 
ing many years. 
“ The theory that parasites in ord«*r to 
reach tin* intestines must he swallowed 
by mouth is exploded since Dr, Loose 
of Germ any irrefutably proved that 
parasitic infection not only can take 
place, but In the majority of instances 
d»n*s take place, through the skin of tin* 
body. 
“ How, then, do the unelnaria get into 
conta»’t with the skin for a sufficiently 
long pt*rlo»l 
to 
effect an 
entrance? 
Through th«» naked feet of our farm la­ 
borers. 
Tin* germ develops in infected 
soil, especially where it is shady and 
whore moisture 1» prevalent. 
The ex­ 
tent to which the infection <*xlsts can 
be appreciated when it is known that 
in a lump of soil the size of a pea 
there have been found over fifty larvae 
of unelnaria. Tin* larvae adhere to the 
skin of the feet owing to want of 
cleanliness. 
Slowly, but surely, they 
pu-di their way up into th** intestines, 
where they h<*«*ome encysted and de­ 
velop into full tle»lg»‘»i bloodsuckers, 
willing and able to contribute their 
share to the daily total production of 
a million or so of eggs, ami gradually 
undermlm* the vitality of th«*lr uncon- 
s»ious host.

HUMAN EN GIN E BEST OF ALL 


(ilv c i F l v t Per O n ! Wore F o r Fu el 
Consumed Than Others. 
Hum an beings in competition with 
mechanical p«*w«*r pmdueers is the sub­ 
ject of interesting exp<*riments b«*mg 
mad»* by Professor Atw ater of W esley­ 
an university, says a sp«*< ini dispatch 
from Boston to the New’ York Press. 
W ith men working In a box at one 
wheel of a bicycle, which is attached, 
to two electro magnets connected with 
a dynamo, tin* prof»*»sor has developed 
the fn< t that the human engine can pro­ 
duct* 5 per cent more power for the 
amount of fuel consumed than the most 
economically constructed engine ever 
built. 
The bicycle is depriv»*»! of its 
front whe«*l and fixed 
righlly to a 
stanchion, leaving the m ir whe*»l its 
the test of motor pow*»r. Careful math­ 
ematical r«‘Cord is kept <»f the j>«)wa*r 
produced, 
Th»* men are fe»l according 
to scientific calculations, the ulterior 
purpose of the experiment**r being to 
determine how’ much of the food con­ 
sumed by a man goes to supply mus­ 
cular force. 
Professor Atw ater has found as a re­ 
sult of his experiments that 
a man 
cati discount a locomotive, as he pro­ 
duces twice as much power for a com­ 
parative amount of fuel. 
In fact, it 
has be«*n discovered that human power 
Is superior, in the same respect, to the 
automobile. 
Neither 
the 
locomotive 
nor the automobile nor any otlier <‘n- 
gine, in fact, w ill run a» long as man 
w’ithout wearing out and w ith so little 
»•ost for repairs. 
Everything is done 
for the comfort of the man in the en­ 
gine box. 
An interesting phase of the 
experiments is the measurement of 
mind energy, and it is thought to be 
possible to prove that what is general­ 
ly called brain work is the result of 
th«* expenditure of another energy that 
is not now’ determinable.

PORTO RICO'S CURSE. 


Deadly Parasite That Threatens 
To Annihilate Natives. 


INFECTION TEE0UCII THE FEET. 
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Investigation in Porto Rico by the 
New York H erald’s special sanitary 
commissioner, M ajor B. L. Seaman, M. 
I)., LL. 1)., reveals the fact that the , 
island is ravaged by a disease which 
threatens to 
annihilate 
the natives. 
M ajor Seaman finds that 30 per cent I 
of all deaths last year were directly 
attributable to a bookworm that robs 
the Inhabitants of their vitality. 
Most of tile people in the country dis- \ 
tricts are infected w ith the disease, | 
and the economic w elfare of Porto R i­ 
co is found by him to be in great peril. ! 
The infection gains a hold oil the vic­ 
tim through the feet and mouth, and I 
in order to fortify the natives against i 
the first named point of attack the ex- ! 
pert recommends the wearing of wood­ 
en shoes or clogs by workers iii the 
fields. 
In liis report, sent from San 1 
Juan, M ajor Seaman says in part: 
“The great prevalence of the disease 
excited much discussion among the at­ 
tending physicians, for, they argued, if 
anaemia is the consequence of insuffi­ 
cient food practically all Porto Rico 
must lie on tin* verge of starvation, , 
which, as a m atter of fact, they knew’ 
was not the ease; hence they conclud­ 
ed that the disease was not anaemia 
from deficient nourishment, and this 
conclusion bas now been verified, and 
the real exciting cause bus been dis- , 
covered. 
“The special germ causing tills terri- ; 
hie m ortality—30 per cent of all deaths 
in this island being attributed to it 
last year is none other than the 4un- 
cinnrla duodena lls.’ older than the pyr- J 
amids of Egypt, but only recently rec- | 
ognized as playing such an im portant 
part in the drama of life in this Pearl 
of the Antilles. 
“The dreadfully anaemic condition of 
the rural population of the island, em­ 
bracing as it does nine-tenths of the 
inhabitants, bas long been a m atter of 
common knowledge. 
It has been ac­ 
cepted as a necessary evil, being at­ 
tributed to poverty and poor food, and 
no special measures were taken for its 
prevention and curt* until it forced it­ 
self upon the attention of medical men i 
after the hurricane in August, INOD. 
Then an unusually large number of 
people came under medical and surgi­ 
cal treatment, and the astounding fact 
revealed itself that no less than 80 per 
cent of the white victims suffered from j 
this illness, thought to be pernicious 
anaemia. 
“Captain 
Bailey 
Iv. Ashford, who 
was in charge of the field hospital es­ 
tablished after the hurricane for tin* re­ 
lief 
of 
the 
suffering 
poor, 
learned 
through biological and microscopical 
examinations that practically all suf­ 
ferers 
from 
anaemia 
were 
infested 
with a parasite, a so called hookworm 
or nematode, which is known to the 
scientific world as ‘ankylostoma duode­ 
n al^ ’ and the diseased state it pro­ 
duces has been euphoniously termed 
‘ankylostomiasis’ or ‘uncinariasis.’ 
“On Feb. IO, 1904, the bill providing 
for the appointment of a commission 
‘for the study and cure of the disease 
known as tropical anaemia in Porto 
Rico’ was approved. 
Even then it was 
supposed that the anaemic conditions 
confronting tin* commission constitut­ 
ed the discase instead of being the re­ 
sult of a totally different trouble, the 
nefarious effects of that silent but ter­ 
ribly efficacious bloodsucker, Uncinaria 
Americana. 
“The uncinariasis parasite, which re­ 
quires about two months for develop­ 
ment lifter infection, does its perni­ 
cious work slowly, but surely. The dis­ 
ease it produces is unquestionably one 
of the greatest scourges of humanity. 
It does not prove rapidly fatal, like the 
plague, cholera or yellow fever, but it 
kills by slow degrees, sometimes last­ 
ing many years. 
“The theory that parasites in order to 
reach the intestines must be swallowed 
by mouth is exploded since Dr. Loose 
of Germany irrefutably proved that 
parasitic infection not only can take 
place, but iii the m ajority of instances 
does take place, through the skin of the 
body. 
“How’, then, do the uncinaria get into 
contact w ith the skin for a sufficiently 
long 
period 
to 
effect 
an 
entrance? 
Through the naked feet of our farm la­ 
borers. 
The germ develops in infected 
soil, especially where it is shady and 
where moisture is prevalent. 
The ex­ 
tent to which the infection exists can 
be appreciated when It is known that 
In a lump of soil the size of a pea 
there have been found over fifty larvae 
of uncinaria. 
The larvae adhere to the 
skin of the feet owing to want of 
cleanliness. 
Slowly, but surely, they 
push their way up Into the intestines, 
where they become encysted and de­ 
velop into full 
fledged bloodsuckers, 
willing and able to contribute their 
share to the dally total production of 
a million or so of eggs, and gradually 
undermine th/* vitality of their uncon­ 
scious host. 
“Parasitic infection In general and un- 
clnurlal 
Infection 
in 
particular 
un­ 
doubtedly 
also 
occurs 
through 
the 
mouth. Eating w ith mud stained hands 
can hardly fail to produce It. 
This is 
especially the case in coffee raising 
countries like Porto Rico and Brazil, 
where tile bean is planted by the fin­ 
gers in the soil, which in many places 
is infested with uncinaria larvae.’’

“When one fully realizes the signifi­ 
cance of this great accumulation of 
farmers’ money tilt* absurdity of any 
fear of indust ria! depression as long as 
Hic? farmers keep prosperous is m ani­ 
fest.

The farmer may not 
become a millionaire, but la* is surer 
than ii m illionaire to retain bis wealth 
and to have independence In living. 
One of tin* most conspicuous features 
of the recent agricultural development 
is the diffusion of well being among 
farmers throughout all parts of the 
country. The eastern farmer, who was 
long on the verge of bankruptcy In 
competition w ith tire virgin soil and 
rapid expansion of the Mississippi val­ 
ley, has survived that competition and 
now’ enjoys more normal conditions ow­ 
ing to the creation and maintenance of 
many large nearby markets by many 
varied industries. 
Tho Pacific coast 
has long been prosperous with Its world 
famed specialties, the mountain states 
are glad w ith their fruits and promises 
of irrigation, and In the older prairie 
states the fanner has s<»on his land go 
from 25 cents an acre to $100 and $150.

Hum an beings in competition w ith 
mechanical power producers is the sub­ 
ject of interesting experiments being 
made by Professor Atw ater of W esley­ 
an university, says a special dispatch 
from Boston to the New York Press. 
W ith men w orking in a box at one 
wheel of a bicycle, which is attached 
to two electro magnets connected w ith 
a dynamo, the professor has developed 
the fact that the human engine can pro­ 
duce 5 per cent more power for the 
amount of fuel consumed than the most 
economically constructed engine ever 
built. 
The bicycle is deprived of its 
front wheel 
and fixed rigidly to a 
stanchion, leaving the rear wheel as 
the test of motor power. Careful m ath­ 
ematical record is kept of the pow’er 
produced. 
The men are fed according 
to scientific calculations, the ulterior 
purpose of the experimenter being to 
determine how much of the food con­ 
sumed by a man goes to supply mus­ 
cular force. 
Professor A tw ater bas found as si re­ 
sult of Ids experiments that a man 
can discount a locomotive, as lie pro­ 
duces twice as much power for ii com­ 
parative amount of fuel. 
In fact, it 
has been discovered that human power 
is superior, in the same respect, to the 
automobile.

nor the automobile nor any other en­ 
gine, in fact, w ill run as long as man 
without wearing out and w ith so little 
cost for repairs.

mind energy, and It is thought to be 
possible to prove that "what is general­ 
ly called brain work is the result of 
the expenditure of another energy that 
Is not now’ determinable.

Deadly Parasite That Threatens 
To Annihilate Natives.

Investigation in Porto llieo by the ' 
New York Herald’s special sanitary 
commissioner, Major L. L. Seaman, M. > 
D„ LL. D., reveals the fact that tlie , 
island is ravaged bj a disease which 
threatens to annihilate the natives, j 
Major Seaman finds that 30 per cent j 
of all deaths last year were directly * 
attributable to a hookworm that robs 
the inhabitants of their vitality. 
Most of the people in the country dis­ 
tricts are infected with the disease, j 
and the economic welfare of Porto Ri­ 
co is found by him to be in great peril. ! 
The infection gains a bold on the vie- 1 
tlm through the feet and mouth, and ; 
in order to fortify the natives against ; 
the first named point of attack the ex- i 
pert recommends the wearing of wood­ 
en shoes or elogs by workers in the 
fields. 
In bis report, sent from San 1 
Juan. Major Seaman says In part: 
“The great prevalence of the disease 
excited much discussion among the at- j 
tending physicians, for, they argued, if 
anaemia is the consequence of insuffi­ 
cient food practically all Porto Rico 
must be on the verge of starvation, 
which, as a matter of fact, they knew 
w as not the ease; hence they conclud­ 
ed that the disease was not anaemia 
from deficient nourishment, and this 
conclusion has now been verified, and 
the real exciting cause has been dis- , 
covered. 
“The special germ causing this terri­ 
ble mortality- 30 per cent of all deaths 
in this island being attributed to it 
last year is none other than the Tin- j 
clnaria duodenal!».’ older than the p.vr- j 
am ids of Egypt, but only recently rec- : 
ognized as playing such an important 
part in the drama of life in this Pearl 
of the Antilles. 
“The dreadfully anaemic condition of 
the rural population of tin* island, em ­ 
bracing as it does nine-tenths of the 
inhabitants, has long been a matter of ' 
common knowledge. 
It has been ac- j 
cepted as a necessary evil, being at- { 
tributed to poverty and poor food, and 
110 special measures were taken for its j 
prevention and cure until it forced it- i 
self upon the attention of medical men 
after the hurricane in August, 1899. 
Then an unusually large number of 
people came under medical and surgi­ 
cal treatment, and the astounding fact 
revealed itself that no less than 80 per 
cent of the white victims suffered from 
this illness, thought to he pernicious 
anaemia. 
“Captain Bailey K. Ashford, 
who 
was in charge of the field hospital es­ 
tablished after the hurricane for tin* re­ 
lief of 
the 
suffering 
poor, 
learned 
through biological and microscopical 
examinations that practically all suf­ 
ferers from 
anaemia 
were infested 
with a parasite, a so called hookworm 
or nematode, which is known to the 
scientific world as ‘ankylostoma duode- 
nale,’ and the diseased state it pro­ 
duces lias been euphoniously termed 
‘ankylostomiasis’ or ‘uncinariasis.’ 
“On Feb. 10, 1904, the bill providing 
for the appointment of a commission 
‘for the study and cure of the disease 
known as tropical anaemia in Porto 
Rico’ was approved. 
Even then it was 
supposed that the anaemic conditions 
confronting the commission constitut­ 
ed the disease instead of being the re­ 
sult of a totally different trouble, the 
nefarious effects of that silent hut ter­ 
ribly efficacious bloodsucker, Uncinaria 
Americana. 
“The uncinariasis parasite, which re­ 
quires about two months for develop­ 
ment after infection, does its perni­ 
cious w ork slowly, but surely. The dis­ 
ease it produces is unquestionably one 
of the greatest scourges of humanity. 
It docs not prove rapidly fatal, like the 
plague, cholera or yellow fever, hut it 
kills by slow degrees, sometimes last­ 
ing many years. 
“The theory that parasites in order to 
reach the intestines must he swallowed 
by mouth is exploded since Dr. Loose 
of Germany Irrefutably proved that 
parasitic infection not only can take 
place, hut in the majority of instances 
does take place, through the skin of the 
body. 
“How, then, do the uncinaria get into 
contact with the skin for a sufficiently 
long period 
to 
effect 
an entrance? 
Through the naked feet of our farm la­ 
borers. 
The germ develops In infected 
soil, especially where it is shady and 
where moisture Is prevalent. 
The ex ­ 
tent to which the infection exists can 
be appreciated when It is known that 
In a lump of soil the size of a pea 
there have been found over fifty larvae 
of uncinaria. 
The larvae adhere to the 
skin of the feet owing to want of 
cleanliness. 
Slowly, but surely, they 
push their way up into the intestines, 
where they become encysted and de­ 
velop into full fledged bloodsuckers, 
willing and able to contribute their 
share to the dally total production of 
a million or so of eggs, and gradually 
undermine the vitality of their uncon­ 
scious host. 
“Parasitic infection in general and un- 
cinarlal 
infection 
in 
particular 
un­ 
doubtedly 
also 
occurs 
through 
the 
mouth. Eating with mud stained bands 
can hardly fail to produce it. 
This is 
especially the case in coffee raising 
countries like Porto Rico and Brazil,! 
where the bean is planted by the fin­ 
gers in the soil, which in many places 
Is infested with uncinaria larvae.” 


■lightly In number, they also show that 
they Increased largely in value. 
“When one fully realizes the signifi­ 
cance of this great accumulation of 
farmers’ money the absurdity of any 
fear of industria! depression as long as 
the farmers keep prosperous is m ani­ 
fest.

One of th<* most conspicuous features 
of the recent agricultural development 
Is the diffusion of well being among 
farmers throughout nil parts of the 
country. The eastern farmer, who was 
long on the verge of bankruptcy In 
competition with the virgin soil and 
rapid expansion of the Mississippi val­ 
ley, has survived that competition and 
now enjoys more normal conditions ow ­ 
ing to the creation and maintenance of 
many large nearby markets by many 
varied Industries. 
The Pacific coast 
has long been prosperous with Its world 
famed specialties, the mountain states 
are glad with their fruits and promises 
of irrigation, and In the older prairie 
states the farmer has seen his land go 
from 25 cents an acre to $100 and $150. 
“It is due entirely to farm products 
that this country during the last fif­ 
teen years has retained in its foreign 
trade an apparent balance In Its favor, 
all articles considered, of nearly $4.- 
384,574,143. 
The balance of trade in 
farm products during that period w as 
$5,202,551.010. This was able to most 
nobly withstand an adverse balance In 
products other than those of the farm 
amounting to $817,97(5,903. 
“I have estimated the total value of 
farm products for 1904 at nearly $5,- 
000,000.000, or, to he exact. $4.000.000.- 
000. This is my estimate after exclud­ 
ing the value of farm crops fed to live 
stock In order to avoid duplication of 
values. 
“In order that the stupendousness of 
this sum may he fully realized I want 
In conclusion to repeat a few compari­ 
sons I made in my annual report.

duced by all the gold mines in the 
world 
since 
Uolumhns 
discovered 
America than the wealth farmers of 
this nation have produced in two years; 
this year’s product is more than six 
times the am ount of the capital stock 
of all national banks; it comes within 
three-fourths of a billion dollars of 
equaling the value of the m anufac­ 
tures of 1900. loss cost of materials 
used; our exports and imports for the 
year are only half as much; the gross 
earnings from the operations of the 
railways are only one-third as much, 
and the value of all the minerals pro­ 
duced in this country was only one- 
fourth as much.”

C onm im ed Than Other*. 
Human beings in competition with 
mechanical power producers is the sub­ 
ject of interesting experiments being 
made by Professor Atwater of W esley­ 
an university, says a special dispatch 
from Boston to the New York Dress. 
With men working in a box at one 
wheel of a bicycle, which is attached 
to two electro magnets connected with 
a dynamo, the professor has developed 
the fact that the human engine can pro­ 
duce 5 per cent more power for the 
amount of fuel consumed than the most 
economically constructed engine ever 
built. 
The bicycle is deprived of its 
front wheel and fixed rigidly to a 
stanchion, leaving the rear wheel as 
the test of motor power. Careful math­ 
ematical record is kept of the power 
produced. 
The men are fed according 
to scientific calculations, the ulterior 
purpose of the experimenter being to 
determine how much of the food con­ 
sumed by a man goes to supply m us­ 
cular force. 
Professor Atwater has found as a re­ 
sult of Ids experiments that a man 
can discount a locomotive, as he pro­ 
duces twice as much power for a com­ 
parative amount of fuel. 
In fact, it 
has been discovered that human power 
is superior, in the same respect, to the 
automobile. 
Neither 
the 
locomotive 
nor the automobile nor any other en­ 
gine, in fact, will run as long as man 
without wearing out and with so little 
cost for repairs. 
Everything is done 
for the comfort of the man in the en­ 
gine box. 
Ail interesting phase of the 
experiments is the measurement of 
mind energy, and it is thought to be 
possible to prove that what is general­ 
ly called brain work is the result of 
the expenditure of another energy that 
is not now determinable.
